She marries a selfish, exacting artist, who 
uses her property to surround himself with luxuries, 
and traces his lack of artistic success to the prosiness 
of his wife. He finds a kindred soul in a wild baroness, 
and his wife puts up with untold insult at the hands of 
this woman. After many pages the husband grows 
tired of his old habits and ways and tries being good. 
The German author points a moral of patience and hope 
to faithful wives.

Mary Stanley, the new proprietor of the Heimra estate, 
comes to her unexj>ected inheritance with her heart 
overflowing with good intentions and kind feeling to 
wards her peasant tenants. She is met with black 
looks and rebuffs on all sides, the hearts of the people 
being faithful to the “ young laird,” Donald Ross, 
whose father had been obliged to sell his estate. She 
pursues her philanthropic plans, however, with enthu¬ 
siasm, and assisted by Donald Ross, who becomes her 
devoted friend, and through the dismissal of her ob¬ 
noxious lowland factor conquers in the end. A pretty 
love-tale and a good deal of information on the crofters 
question are features of a story in Mr. Black's best 
style.

At the same time his doc¬ 
tor warns him that his life will be short if he is not 
prudent. He does not heed the warning, but enters 
into a feverish career of pleasure and vice. His Mephis- 
topheles is an uncanny sort of a fellow, who is a mind- 
reader and a hypnotizer, and who uses his arts almost 
successfully upon the hero in an attempt to gain his 
wealth.

Conditions finally arise which enable him to view 
the coveted scenes and analyze a peculiar status of so- 
ciety. His conclusions are effective and convincing, 
although they arc arrived at in an illusionary way.

He is loved by two women, a simple country girl 
and a clever woman artist come from London to sketch 
the beautiful Yorkshire moors which form the back¬ 
ground to the story. Mona Caird introduces her well- 
known theories on woman and marriage.

The twenty-four chapters are rich in spiritual 
truth. There is no portion of the New Testament which 
so sets forth the effects of spiritual insight as the Gos¬ 
pel of St. John. Dr. Deems has borne in mind that the 
International Sunday-school Lessons for the last half of 
the year 1891 are selected from that Gospel, and found 
that these were such portions of the Gospel as ought to 
be examined in this excellent book.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT IN 
PRACTICE. 

It is, of course, a matter of no little complexity 
and difficulty to set in operation at a given date 
a law necessarily so complex, and in this country 
so novel, as the International Copyright Law, 
which went into effect with the first of the present 
month. As already stated, it has required con¬ 
joint arrangements on the part of the President, 
the State, Treasury and Post-Office Departments 
and the Librarian of Congress to get the law into 
working operation and to devise and start th.; 
machinery necessary for the purpose. The Presi¬ 
dent did not feel that the law justified him in 
taking steps before the first of July, and it is 
highly creditable to him that, in the press of 
official business, he issued his proclamation ab¬ 
solutely on the first date which the law permitted. 
We are glad to be able to print in this number of 
The Publishers’ Weekly the several circulars 
of directions, etc., which have been issued by 
the Librarian of Congress and which give as fully 
as he can all the particulars necessary to appli¬ 
cants under the new law. The Treasury Depart¬ 
ment is now receiving subscriptions to the week¬ 


ly list of copyright articles, not directly at Wash¬ 
ington but through the collectors of customs at 
the respective ports—which seems an unne essary 
bit of circumlocution in view of the fact that the 
bulletins must necessarily be mailed from Wash¬ 
ington and that there are many parts of the coun¬ 
try where there is no collector of customs to re¬ 
ceive subscriptions. It is scarcely fair, however, 
to be impatient with any feature of the new sys¬ 
tem until sufficient time has elapsed to test and 
improve methods, and it should also be added, 
regarding substantial questions of copyright privi¬ 
lege, that any new law, and particularly one so 
complex as this, raises numerous questions, many 
of which must be determined from time to time 
in practice and some of which cannot be deter¬ 
mined except by judicial decision. One of the 
most vexed questions already raised in connection 
with the new law is the desire of the music pub¬ 
lishers in this country to obtain a ruling that 
music must be printed in this country to obtain 
copyright privilege here—a construction which 
was certainly not within the intent of the reprint¬ 
ing proviso as it was framed. A very unnecessary 
discussion has been raised about a paragraph in 
the law of evident meaning and intent, viz., that 
uncopyrighted foreign books, even though an Eng¬ 
lish translation is copyrighted, shall not be left out. 

The first list of books entered in the Library of 
Congress under the new act seems to be ludicrous¬ 
ly small ; but for the reasons that July is the 
minimum month in the publishing year and that 
publishers have not yet got in the habit of sending 
their deposit copies with their entry of copyright. 
And here we would emphasize the caution to 
publishers that this deposit is a requisite of copy¬ 
right and must be promptly made to insure copy¬ 
right at all, whether on American or on foreign 
books. We have once or twice called attention 
to the extraordinary laxity of publishers in send¬ 
ing deposit copies under the old law within the 
statutory ten days after publication ; the new law 
in requiring deposit not later than the date of 
publication emphasizes the absolute need of 
promptness in this particular, and publishers 
should act accordingly if they are not to jeopard 
the rights which authors have committed to their 
charge. 

It is pleasant to note the increased good-feeling 
already evident in England as a result of the pas¬ 
sage of the act. The dinner which is reported 
elsewhere afforded harpy opportunity to English 
authors to express their pleasure in the new law, 
and incidentally their opposition to the endeavor 
of some of their countrymen, chiefly the printers 
and papermakers, to obtain retaliatory legisla¬ 
tion against our reprinting clause. To do this 
would be to set back the hands of progress 
in England, whereas it is the hope of America 
that in the course of some few years the present 
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law will work so well that the reprinting clause 
may no longer be considered necessary even by 
its present adherents. Doubtless, on the further 
representation of governments of other nations, 
the President will be enabled to add other nations 
to the roll entitled to the privilege of copyright 
in this country, and it is the reasonable hope of 
all friends of copyright progress that before the 
century closes the United States may be joined 
with other civilized nations in an international con¬ 
vention of the broadest sort, even better than the 
present Berne Convention, insuring to brain¬ 
workers of whatever sort the full control of that 
property which is the creation of their brains. 


One of the many encouraging signs of the re¬ 
newing growth of the South is the movement 
among the Virginia booksellers to take steps to 
improve the condition of trade in their section of 
the country. Without ostentation, but with a 
determination to take a firm stand against the 
growing abuses, some of the leading jobbers of the 
South have associated themselves together, and 
at their first meeting at Norfolk, Va., on Saturday 
last discussed three most important subjects. At 
this writing a committee appointed to confer with 
the leading school-book publishers of the North 
is in New York, and in a few weeks probably 
we shall have word as to the result of their labors. 
The Association knows what it wants, and will 
from time to time, and as soon as practicable, put 
its grievances in shape for the consideration of 
publishers. It will not undertake to abolish all 
the abuses at one blow, but will endeavor to ac¬ 
complish only two things for the present—a cor 
rection of the discount system and the supply of 
books to the consumer at nominal trade prices, 
carriage paid, which practically leaves the dealer 
out of the field. There is a strong feeling of 
unity among the members thus far allied to the 
Association, which should assure the success of 
any reform introduced. The Association has the 
best wishes of the whole trade, which will watch 
its development with great interest.

CIRCULARS OF INFORMATION FROM THE 
LIBRARIAN OF CONGRESS.

Sir : In reply to your communication of. 

I have to advise you that International Copy 
right arrangements between the United States 
and foreign countries now include Great Britain 
and her possessions, France, Belgium and Swit¬ 
zerland. For an American citizen to secure 
copyright in Great Britain three conditions are 
necessary : 

1st. The title should be entered at Stationers’ 
Hall, London, the fee for which is 5 shillings 


sterling and 5 shillings additional if a certified 
copy of entry is required. 

2d. The work must be published in Great 
Britain or in her dominions simultaneously with 
its publication in the United States. 

3d. Five copies of the publication are required, 
one for the British Museum, and four on demand 
of the Company of Stationers for four other li¬ 
braries. 

Copyright in Canada is to be registered with 
the Minister of Agriculture at Ottawa, fee $1 for 
registry and 50 cents for certificate, and the work 
to be published in Canada, and two copies de¬ 
posited. 

Copyright may be secured in France by a for¬ 
eigner by depositing two copies of the publica¬ 
tion at the Ministry of the Interior at Paris. No 
fee nor entry of title required. 

To secure copyright in Belgium a foreigner 
may register his work at the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Industry and Public Works at Brussels. 

In Switzerland registry of title at the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce and Industry, at Berne, is op¬ 
tional, not obligatory, fee two francs. If regis¬ 
tered, deposit of one copy is required. 

The Librarian of Congrtss cannot take charge 
of any copyright entries or arrangements with

TLE-ENTRIES." 

O. L. Spaulding, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Department, has issued the following 
circular to collectors and other chief officers of 
the customs on the subject of subscriptions to 
“ Catalogues of Title-Entries,” under the act of 
March 3, 1891, relating to copyrights : 

“ For the purpose of carrying into effect the 
provision contained in Section 4 of the act of 
March 3, 1891, which prescribes that the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury shall prepare and print, at 
intervals of not more than a week, catalogues of 
title-entries, to be furnished to him by the Libra¬ 
rian of Congress, for distribution to collectors of 
customs of the United States and to postmasters 
of all post-offices receiving foreign mails, and 
that such weekly lists, as they are issued, shall be 
furnished to all parties desiring them at a sum 
not exceeding $5 per annum, you are hereby au¬ 
thorized to receive subscriptions for such cata¬ 
logues or weekly lists, and will promptly notify 
the Department of the number of copies required 
to fill such subscriptions. 

" The sum of $5 per annum, payable in ad¬ 
vance, has been decided upon as the annual price 
of subscription, and the amounts received there¬ 
for should be accounted for as receipts for sub¬ 
scriptions copyright catalogues.” 

The following is the first instalment of the 
Catalogue of Title Entries recorded in the office 
of the Librarian of Congress and published by 
the U. S. Treasury Department. It embraces such 
publications “wherein the copyright has been 
completed by the deposit of two copies; ” also, the 
books and other articles received from July 1 to 
Tuly 11, inclusive, provided their titles have been 
deposited for entry since July 1. Although a num¬ 
ber of applications for copyright from abroad 
have been received and filed, we understand that 
less than a half-dozen appear in the first list. The 
law requires the publication only of those which 
have complied fully with the terms of the statute 
by the forwarding of two complete copies of the 
work to the Librarian of Congress. In the few 
instances where this has been done already, it is 
evident that the reprinting was done in this coun¬ 
try, or at least arranged for, before the Presi¬ 
dent’s proclamation was issued. The business 
has been handled by American publishers, the 
agents or partners of the foreign publishers who 
have made the applications. Whether all those 
who have taken the preliminary step of filing 
their titles will complete their copyrights later is a 
question. The original filing protects an appli¬ 
cant until he can arrange to get his work printed 
here. 

The Librarian of Congress desires it to be un¬ 
derstood that neither he nor the Treasury De¬ 
partment will receive subscriptions for these lists. 
All applications for such must be addressed to the 
collector of customs nearest the intending sub¬ 
scriber.

THE NEW COPYRIGHT ACT AND THE MUSIC 
PUBLISHERS. 

The Librarian of Congress, according to the 
New York Evening Post , “stands firmly by his 
decision that foreign music may be copyrighted 
without reprinting in this country. He bases 
this view upon the fact that the new law 
makes the distinction, in plain terms, be¬ 
tween 4 a book, photograph, chromo or litho¬ 
graph,’ which it requires 4 shall be printed 
from type set within the limits of the United 
States, or from plates made therefrom,’ and the 
general list, embracing 4 any book, map, chart, 
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dramatic or musical composition, engraving, cut, 
print or photograph or negative thereof, . . . 

painting, drawing, chromo, statuary, . . . 

models or designs intended to be perfected as 
works of the fine arts ’—the classes named as en¬ 
titled to protection. 

** There will doubtless be a contest over this, 
as certain American music publishers insist that 
the new law requires that foreign books shall be 
reprinted here in order to obtain thejjenefits of 
copyright, and that a piece of sheet music is, for 
the intents of the law, to be regarded as a book. 
They cite in support of their position a judicial 
decision of Judge Thompson in the case of Clay¬ 
ton vs. Stone, reported in 2 Paine, 383, in which 
k is held that * a book within the statute need not 
be a book in the common and ordinary accepta¬ 
tion of the word. ... It may be printed 
only on one sheet, as the words of a song and the 
music accompanying it.’ 

** Mr. Spofford maintains that, as this decision 
was rendered many years ago in an inferior court 
and was never appealed from, it would not in any 
event be deemed a final adjudication of the ques¬ 
tion ; that, as the action in which it was rendered 
involved not a piece of music but a price-current 
circular, the words of the judge concerning music 
jsiust be treated merely as obiter dictum; and 
that, as the present law makes the differentiation 
an its own terms, he is bound to follow it liter¬ 
ally. 

4 ‘ The music publishers are evidently disturbed 
(by the prospect. If they cannot get a decision 
in their favor, they have little hope of getting re¬ 
lief from Congress for a good while to come. 
Moreover, by the argument they are making, 
they obviously intend to put a broader construc¬ 
tion on the statute than could possibly have been 
in anybody’s mind when the bill was under dis¬ 
cussion, for they claim that the word ' type ’ 
should be held to include 1 all punches and other 
devices by which books and all publications con¬ 
strued to be books are made.’ This would open 
the way for the protection of those long sheets or 
scrolls punched with holes, which are fed through 
instruments like the orguinette, to enable people 
unversed in the art of fingering or blowing into 
instruments to grind music out of a box. This 
will raise a very nice issue, whether such scrolls 
are subject to copyright at all, or ought not prop¬ 
erly to be classed among the mechanical attach¬ 
ments to a musical instrument, or among miscel¬ 
laneous manufactures of paper.” 

NO CHANGE IN ENGLISH COPYRIGHT LEG IS - 
LA TION. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, President of the 
Board of Trade, London, replying on the 15th 
inst. to a deputation from the London and Edin¬ 
burgh Chambers of Commerce, the London 
Trades Council, the Stationers’ Company, and 
a dozen of the leading societies of printers and 
allied trades, urging the amendment of the British 
Copyright act so as to restrict copyright to such 
books only of which the type is set in a country 
belonging to the International Copyright Union, 
said : “ The great mass of printing and publishing 
of England is quite outside of the operations of 
the new American Copyright law. Only the book 
-trade will be affected, which is not more than five 
per cent, of the printing trade of the country. 
We shall shortly be able to see what the effect of 
the American Copyright act will be. I do not 
think that the time for legislation has come.” 


COPYRIGHT CELEBRA TION IN ENGLAND. 

The Society of Authors celebrated the adop¬ 
tion of the American Copyright act on the even¬ 
ing of the 16th inst. with a dinner at the Hotel 
Metropole. Lord Monkswell was in the chair, 
and among those present were Robert T. Lin¬ 
coln, the United States Minister ; Prof. Huxley, 
Mr. Bryce, M.P. ; William Black, Bret Harte, 
Walter Pater, Lewis Morris, Charles Dudley War¬ 
ner, Louise Chandler Moulton, Brander Matthews. 
Thomas Hardy, Walter Besant, Sir F. Pollock, 
Edmond Goss, H. Rider Haggard, Max O’Rell, 
Canon Doyle, E. W. Westall, Theodore Watts, 
Mrs. Oscar Berlinger, Oscar Wilde, Justin Mc¬ 
Carthy, Mrs. Mona Caird, W. G. Wills, Oscar 
Browning, and Augustine Birrell. 

Lord Monkswell, in toasting President Harri¬ 
son and the success of the Copyright act, com¬ 
mented upon the friendly feeling showed by 
President Harrison in extending at once without 
demur the act to England. He thought that 
clauses existed in the act to which exception 
might be taken. Yet, substantially, the United 
States had gone as far as could reasonably be ex¬ 
pected under the circumstances in meeting the 
wishes of England. He hoped no vestige of 
irritation or annoyance would remain, either on 
the part of England or on the part of America, to 
cloud the perfect understanding that ought to 
subsist between the two peoples so closely allied 
by blood and so worthy of one another’s friend¬ 
ship. 

Mr. Lincoln replied : 

“ It is a great honor to me to have an opportu¬ 
nity of meeting at once so many who are devot¬ 
ing their energies and talents to the instruction 
and literary entertainment of the great English- 
speaking race. It is an especial pleasure to do 
so under the circumstances which make this din¬ 
ner of the Society of Authors so peculiarly no¬ 
table to you in signalizing the end of the im¬ 
patience which has existed so many years on both 
sides of the water over the delay in establishing 
proper relations between the copyright laws of 
England and those of the United States. It is 
not strange that this impatience existed. For 
while our governments differ in form, the duties, 
rights and privileges of the people of both na¬ 
tions are nearly identical. With their common 
language, and for the most part common origin, 
their equally advanced civilization, their aspira¬ 
tions and modes of thought, they are almost one 
race in the history of the world. 

“ Under these conditions it long seemed to many 
—among them myself—almost arbitrary and un¬ 
reasonable to keep in force a rule of law which 
denied in each country to the authors of the other, 
and to them alone, of all the people carrying on 
the numberless active professions and trades of 
our present civilization, the property rights which 
each accorded to its own citizens or to resident 
authors. In saying this of England, as well as 
of the United States, I speak in view of the fact 
that it has only just now become certain that a 
non-resident alien friend may have the benefit of 
the English copyright law, and that the first offi¬ 
cial and conclusive declaration to that effect has 
been called forth by our American act. Between 
our countries, to a far greater degree than be¬ 
tween those using different languages, has the 
question of reciprocal copyright been a practical 
one. Consequently, opposing interests have been 
more numerous than powerful in the nature of 
things. The adhesion reached not very long ago 
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by various countries under the provisions of the 
Berne convention was far more easily attained 
than the great arrangement just brought about 
between England and the United States. 

“ I am one of Jthose who long thought it ought 
to be made. I am neither an author nor a pub¬ 
lisher, but as a practising lawyer it has never 
been difficult for me to feel the justice of being 
paid myself for a written argument, at least for 
a successful one, irrespective of any question of 
the nationality of the client. What I thought just 
for myself I could hardly think unjust for any 
man of any nation or any geographical remote¬ 
tless from whose mental labor I derived profit or 
pleasure. Then, too, in feeling this I but followed 
the lead of almost every living author of high 
repute in my own country in wishing them, and 
especially their younger brethren struggling for 
their proper places, to be relieved from the in¬ 
voluntary competition of uncompensated foreign 
authors, to take away the huge obstacle in the 
path of our literary progress. This is not the 
time for threshing over what is now only old 
straw, but for an exchange of felicitations over 
the harvest which we believe both of our coun¬ 
tries will share. 

“It is beside the real question to speculate in 
what proportions a division may be made. It is 
enough that you and your American brothers will 
no longer see the fruit of your labor reaped by 
others. If there is no other benefit to the public 
at large than an easier conscience, much will be 
gained. But I heartily believe that this is not 
all that has been provided for. For by these con¬ 
temporaneous acts of justice to authors—the 
declaration of your government and the new 
legislation of mine—there is not only removed 
a cause of international irritation, but a new 
stimulus to study and literary effort is given and 
will be long felt on both sides of the Atlantic. 
I am sure you will all join me in hoping for this 
new phase of our community of interest, and in 
the anticipation that we will find renewed assur¬ 
ance of an extension in other directions of that 
good-will and understanding which is so impor¬ 
tant to both countries, and which it is so especial¬ 
ly fitting should exist between them.” 

A letter from Lord Tennyson was read, in 
which he said : “ In the name of the United 
Kingdom our society congratulates the United 
States on their great act of justice.” 

Mr. Bryce toasted the American Copyright 
League. Brander Matthews responded. Pro¬ 
fessor Minto proposed “American Literature,” 
to which Mr. Warner replied. 

WALTER B ESA NT ON THE NEW LAW. 

From the New York Herald^ July 19. 

It appears that we have actually got interna¬ 
tional copyright. Let us rejoice, but with mod¬ 
eration. Those of us who have not yet made a 
fortune in our own country by our books need 
not expect to do so in the States. Those un¬ 
fortunates who have had to pay for the produc¬ 
tion of their books in this country need not 
expect to be paid for them in that other country. 
Those whose share of profits in this country has 
been twopence on an average need not expect 
more than fourpenee in the future. What will 
happen is this : All those persons who can write 
a book which meets with a large audience on 
both sides of the Atlantic will prosper greatly. 

That is to say, writers of such educational 
books as are required in both countries ; writers 


of popular essays; writers of great scientific 
books— e.g., Darwin, Huxley, Tyndal; writers 
of great histories— e.g ., Stubbs, Freeman, Gar¬ 
diner ; writers of popular verse, of whom there 
are few ; writers of popular novels ; writers of re¬ 
ligious books which take the people. 

These are the authors who on both sides will 
be benefited by the new act. Those who say 
that novelists are the only people who will gain 
talk nonsense—mischievous and ignorant non¬ 
sense. There will be a good deal of friction be¬ 
fore things settle down, of course. As for the 
mischief to be done to English printers, I con¬ 
fess I do not understand it. They do not now 
print books for the American market, nor will 
they in the future. On the other hand, the 
Americans do not print for us, nor will they in 
the future. There will be a large number of 
books of so special a character that it will not 
be worth while to take out copyright for them. 

They will be exported to the States as they are 
at present—in sheets—and will pay duty. 

Will the Americans have to pay more for their 
books? Remember that they have got in stock 
all the literature of this country up to June 30, 
1891 ; that they got all of it for nothing; that 
they have been selling it for sixpence a volume ; 
that they can go on selling it for the same sum. 
This means that they have got twenty years’ 
worth of good literature to go upon. Every 
English writer has all his previous books against 
him—now become his greatest enemies. This is 
a very curious situation. 

I venture to prophesy that the best authors 
will be published at a half dollar by separate 
arrangement with the publisher, and that the 
cheap series will be continually recruited by new 
books taken from the inferior mass, copyright 
for which is not worth while to secure or is worth 
next to nothing. But we wait with curiosity and 
interest to see what will happen.

THE VIRGINIA BOOKSELLERS’ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

The Virginia Booksellers’ Association held 
its first annual meeting at Norfolk, Va., on the 
afternoon of July 18. The following firms were 
represented : J. P. Bell Company, Lynchburg, 
Va.; Bell, Dance & Co. and Thos. H. Averett, 
Danville, Va.; T. S. Beckwith & Co., Peters¬ 
burg, Va. ; W. L. Olivier, Staunton, Va. ; H. M. 
Starke & Co. and West, Johnston <fc Co.. Rich¬ 
mond, Va. ; Hume & Bro. and R. G. Crump, 
Portsmouth. Va. ; and Vickery & Co. and Hume 
& Belisolv, Norfolk, Va. The Association is 
composed of the leading jobbing booksellers of 
Virginia, its membership including all jobbers of 
school-books in the State with the exception of 
two firms, who are ejected to become members 
before August 1. 

The objects of the Association are to bring 
about a better understanding and closer relations 
between the booksellers and the publishers on 
one hand and between|themselves and the gen¬ 
eral public on the other, believing the interests 
of all parties can be best advanced by such an 
understanding. The following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: T. S. Beckwith, Jr., 
of Petersburg, President ; J. H. Hume, of Ports 
mouth, Vice-President ; H. M. Starke, of Rich¬ 
mond, Secretary and Treasurer; and an Execu¬ 
tive Committee consisting of Montgomery Wes t 
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and Jack English, of Richmond, and W. L. Oli¬ 
vier, of Staunton. 

The Association transacted a large amount of 
business of interest to the trade. The following 
were the topics discussed : 

1. Discounts from publishers to jobbers and 
discounts from jobbers to retailers and schools. 

2. The damaging practices of publishers cir¬ 
culating their trade-list prices among schools and 
teachers, and offering to mail books at trade 
prices, post-paid, thus cutting the dealers out of 
their local trade. 

3. Bearing on the above, can the publishers 
do without the local dealers ? If not, is it not to 
their interest to protect them in prices ? 

A committee, consisting of Messrs. Beckwith, 
Samuel and Starke, was appointed to go North at 
once to confer with the larger text-book publish¬ 
ing houses, and report the results to the Execu¬ 
tive Committee at its next meeting. 

The Executive Committee was instructed to 
prepare and publish, as soon as this report is re¬ 
ceived, a retail catalogue, and to adopt a rate of 
discounts for the guidance of the members of the 
Association. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the members 
were entertained by the Norfolk and Portsmouth 
representatives, who furnished a banquet at Vir¬ 
ginia Beach. The affair was a splendid success, 
all present being encouraged by the good feel¬ 
ing and harmony that prevailed. 

During their stay at the Beach several mem¬ 
bers of the Association had an opportunity of 
displaying their chivalry and heroism. A lady 
and gentleman in the surf who had gone beyond 
their depth and were in imminent danger of 
drowning cried for help. This demoralized 
others who were in the water, so that if it had 
not been for the promptness and presence of 
mind of a number of the bookmen several seri¬ 
ous accidents might have occurred. As it was, 
they succeeded in bringing all those exposed to 
danger safe to land. H. M. S. 


THE LAW OF BOOK ROYALTIES. 

On June 2,1891, Judge Parker, of the Court 
of Appeals, Second Division, handed down a de¬ 
cision in the suit brought by Ormond G. Smith, 
et al. vs. John S. Ogilvie, in which the complaint 
was finally dismissed, the judge holding that bur¬ 
den of proof of fraud rested with plaintiffs, who 
charged such fraud. 

The facts in the case are these : In 1880, Fran¬ 
cis S. Street and Francis S. Smith entered into an 
agreement with J. S. Ogilvie & Co., of which 
firm Street was also a member, by which agree¬ 
ment Street & Smith were to allow J. S. Ogilvie 
& Co. to publish certain stories controlled by the 
former firm. Ogilvie & Co. were to pay a royalty 
on all copies sold, they themselves fixing the re¬ 
tail price. Street died in 1883, and Ormond G. 
Smith,one of the plaintiffs in the present action, 
purchased his interest. The successors of Street 
& Smith then demanded an accounting of Ogilvie 
& Co., under the agreement, no statement of 
sales or royalties having been given during 
Street’s lifetime. An account was accordingly 
rendered, and the plaintiffs, relying on it, and 
without knowledge on their own part of the extent 
of the Messrs. Ogilvie’s transactions, settled with 
them. 


In bringing thisaction the plaintiffs alleged that 
the account rendered was incorrect, and that the 
sale of the stories covered by the original con¬ 
tract amounted to many thousands more than the 
defendants reported. Hence this suit in equity 
to set aside the settlement, and for a full ac¬ 
counting. The plaintiffs’ main contention has 
been that the firms stood in a fiduciary relation to 
each other, not only by reason of a common 
partner, but also because of the contract itself ; 
and that, although a settlement had been made, 
the burden of proof was on the defendants to 
show that their account, which had been attacked y 
was just and fair. The Court below, at both the 
Special and General Term, held that there was 
no fiduciary relation between the parties to the 
royalty contract, and that the plaintiffs were lim¬ 
ited to an action at law. Judge Parker endorsed 
these findings and concluded his opinion by say¬ 
ing : “ There was nothing in the relation of the 
parties at the time of the settlement which justi¬ 
fied them in dealing with each other otherwise 
than at arm’s-length, and the burden rested on the 
plaintiffs to affirmatively establish that the set¬ 
tlement was fraudulently procured. This they 
failed to do.”

IMPORTED “ BOOKLETS ” SUBJECT TO 
DUTY AS BOOKS. 

In the case of Coates Brothers vs. the Collec¬ 
tor of Customs of Boston, to decide the question 
whether “booklets” may not be brought into 
this country subject to a duty as books, General 
Appraiser Sharretts gave the following opin¬ 
ion : 

“ The articles in question are invoiced as ' book¬ 
lets.’ The appraiser reports they are so known 
to the trade, and that they are produced by litho¬ 
graphic process. Duty was assessed upon them 
at thirty-five per cent, ad valorem, under para¬ 
graph 420, act of October 1, 1890. The appel¬ 
lants claim the articles are * books,’ and as such 
are dutiable at twenty-five per cent, ad valorem, 
under paragraph 423 of said act. A sample, 
which the appraiser states fairly represents the 
importation in question, contains twelve extra 
heavy leaves of sized paper about eight inches 
long and seven wide, covered or bound with 
heavy paper, made in imitation of leather. It is 
a compilation of short poems. Each poem forms 
the subject of a lithographic illustration, and lith¬ 
ographic pictures in colors and the title of the 
work in illuminated letters also adorn the front 
covering and the title-page. We find that the 
articles in question are books. The term * book¬ 
lets ’ in common parlance means small books. 
Paragraph 423 provides for books specifically 
no limitations being imposed upon the manner in 
which they are to be printed, it is immaterial 
whether it is done with types or by lithographic 
process from either stone or zinc. The ruling is 
equally applicable to the lithographic illustrations 
that form a part of the printed books. They are 
by express terms excluded from the provision of 
paragraph 420, and are chargeable with duty at 
the same rate as the books of which they form a 
part. The claim of the appellants is accordingly 
sustained.”

VERTISING CIRCULARS.

To the Editor oj The Publishers' Weekly : 

Dear Sir : Some time ago I read in the 
Weekly “ An Open Letter to the Publishing 
Trade,” signed “A Retailer.” When reading it 
it impressed me as being a clear statement of the 
views of every retail bookseller, as I know it is of 
my own. Nearly every day since reading it, 
when “ looking up ” new books with which I was 
not familiar, that letter has come to my mind, and 
I have wished the Weekly contained, in the 
shape of publishers’ advertisements, the informa¬ 
tion I desired. While I do not at once consign 
to the waste-paper basket all publishers' circulars, 
as 44 Retailer” does, I must say that if the pub¬ 
lishers’ monthly bulletins were published in the 
Weekly, which always contains an index to ad¬ 
vertisers and is always on file on the desk of 
every bookseller, the information they contain 
would not only always be accessible, but the book¬ 
seller would many times find books which he 
might overlook in going jthrough a drawer filled 
with catalogues. It seems to me that no pub¬ 
lisher can fail to see how convenient it would be 
for the bookseller to have all advertisements in 
one place, and certainly what is most convenient 
for the bookseller in this case would be most ad¬ 
vantageous to the publisher.

THE FA TE OF THE “ BOOK-BUTCHER." 

Philadelphia, July 15, 1891. 
To the Editor 0/ The Publishers' Weekly : 

Sir : The London Publishers ' Circular of June 
27 contains an obituary notice as follows : 

** Alexander Brown, the first of the Edinburgh booksell¬ 
ers to allow a discount of three pence in the shilling, died 
last week. He was in business for half a century, and 
when he increased the discount did a large turn-over. It 
fell off, however, as others adopted his methods, and lat¬ 
terly he subsisted on the generosity of friends in the trade. 
His case has made the Edinburgh booksellers feel the de¬ 
sirability of having a thriving association with an ade¬ 
quate provident fund.” 

Certainly Mr. Brown had his reward ! The 
tares which he sowed for the fields of his neigh¬ 
bors were blown back on to his own fields and 
choked his wheat, and did it thoroughly and 
effectually. It is true as Bulwer-Lytton has it: 

"And let me tell thee, Beausant, a wise proverb 
The Arabs have—* Curses are like young chickens, 
And still come home to roost.’ ” 

He who practises bad morals in trade will, in 
time, teach those bad morals to others ; and it is 
only a question of time when the “ book-butcher,” 
whether he be a dealer also in dry-goods or sim¬ 
ply a bookseller, will have taught thoroughly 
the lesson of underselling to all men who have 
the power to compete with him. If he lives long 
enough the fate of every “book-butcher” will be 
reproduced in that of the late Alexander Brown, 
“ the first of the Edinburgh booksellers to allow 
a discount of three pence in the shilling.”

THE FRENCH COPYRIGHT OFFICE." 

New York, July 14, 1891. 

To the Editor oj The Publishers' Weekly : 

Sir: I have read in the Weekly your reference 
to the name of this business. 

I thank you for your assumption—which is 


correct—that there is neither effort nor desire to 
give a governmental authority to our work. Our 
relation with the French literary societies and 
authors represented by us are of complete author¬ 
ity, and I do not see how anything could be 
gained (even were we so disposed) by confusing 
ourselves with an official bureau. In Paris there 
is no such confusion, since our title there is 
exactly the one suggested by you—“agency.” 
Our numerous and cordial relations with New 
York publishers attest that there is no misappre¬ 
hension here of our standing or claims. 

Our desire is to establish direct relations be¬ 
tween American publishers and French authors 
and between American authors and French pub¬ 
lishers, and to enable them to avail themselves 
of a means of control which shall guard the inter¬ 
ests of all, an enterprise made necessary by dis¬ 
tance and by the difference in language, and by 
the complicated questions likely to arise under 
your new law—a measure of justice which my 
government is to-day welcoming with additional 
signs of approbation. 

I would beg you to extend to me the privilege 
of a space in your columns for the publication of 
this communication, remaining

It is rumored that Miss Zitella Cocke is about 
to publish a collection of the poems contributed 
by her to the various periodicals. 

The death is announced of Mr. Brown, who 
under the pseudonym of 14 Rolf Boldrewood” 
wrote the successful tale, 44 Robbery under Arms.” 

The Gazette de France announces the forthcom¬ 
ing publication of the memoirs of Maximilien, 
Robespierre’s sister, who died at an advanced age 
in 1834. 

John Habberton, the author of 44 Helen’s Ba¬ 
bies,” has written a novel for The Ledger called 
44 The Chautauquans.” It deals with characters 
interested in the Chautauqua movement. 

Lafcadio Hearn, who went to Japan to study 
the country, its inhabitants and their customs, 
has become a professor in a Japanese college, 
and married one of the daughters of the Chrys¬ 
anthemum Kingdofh. 

Harold Frederic has made the letters on the 
German Emperor which he lately contributed to 
the New York Times into a book (with some ad¬ 
ditions), which will be published immediately un¬ 
der the title of 44 The Young Emperor.” T. 
Fisher Unwin, London, has just published the 
volume. 

Mark Twain, before going to Europe, left for 
publication a new long story to be entitled 44 The 
American Claimant.” Its chief interest is said 
to lie in the revival of the indomitable 44 Colonel 
Sellers,” who is the leading figure in the story. 
Sellers comes into possession of an English title 
left him by his English relative, and the amusing 
portions of the story cluster around this fact. 
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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Cosmopolitan Magazine for August will 
contain the first instalment of a short novel by 
Am 61 ie Rives entitled “ According to St. John.” 
The manuscript is in the hands of a distinguished 
Parisian artist for illustration. It will run through 
three numbers of the magazine. 

English periodical literature is to receive, 
continental papers say, a new addition on the Con¬ 
tinent, in the shape of an “ English monthly mis¬ 
cellany for continental readers,” to be entitled 
The Tauchnitz Magazine. The first number is 
expected to be issued in August. 

Poultney Bigelow, who was a schoolmate of 
the German Emperor, will contribute an article 
to the midsummer (August) number of The Cen¬ 
tury on the first three years of the Emperor’s 
reign—the third anniversary of his ascent to the 
throne having taken place on the 15th of June. 

The American Fireman is the title of a new 
weekly journal, edited and published by H. H. 
Easterbrook, 266 Washington Street, Boston. It 
addresses itself to the two hundred and fifty thou¬ 
sand active and organized veteran firemen in the 
United States. It will recognize alike all branches 
of the service and all ranks, from substitute to 
chief. 

Benj. R. Tucker will publish on the 25th inst. 
the first number of a new periodical, to be called 
Weekly Bulletin of Newspaper and Periodical 
Literature. Its chief feature will be a classified 
catalogue of all the important articles appearing 
in the periodical press of the United States and 
the British Provinces, daily, weekly, monthly, 
etc. The title of each article will be given, the 
name of the author when known, the name of the 
periodical publishing it, the number of words in 
the article, and, when the title is not sufficiently 
definite, a line or two descriptive of the subject- 
matter. 

The issue of the London Academy for July 4 
was its thousandth number. The Academy was 
founded in 1869 by the late Dr. C. E. Appleton, 
to whose memory Prof. Cheyne pays a deserved 
tribute in the preface to his Bampton Lectures, 
which appeared recently. The first number was 
published by John Murray on October 9 of that 
year. To this number Mr. Murray himself con¬ 
tributed the first authentic account of the burn¬ 
ing of Lord Byron’s autobiography ; and among 
the writers — we mention those only that have 
passed away — were Matthew Arnold, Bishop 
Lightfoot, John Conington, Mark Pattison. the 
Rev. H. N. Oxenham and George Waring. Until 
the end of 1870 The Academy appeared at irregu¬ 
lar intervals of about one month ; from January, 
1871, the publication was bi-monthly; the weekly 
issue began in 1874.

Ginn & Co. will publish shortly a little volume 
on “Duty,” by Julius H. Seelye, late President 
of Amherst College. 

Of the poems of Emily Dickinson, an Arabic 
translation, made in Syria, is said to have passed 
through several editions. 

The Homans Pub. Co., N. Y., have just ready 
the July edition (1891) of their valuable “ Bank¬ 
ers’ Almanac and Register.” 

The Worthington Co. will publish at once 
in their Rose Library “ Jenny’s Ordeal ” by Leon 
de Tinseau, translated by Camden Curwen. 

Fleming H. Revell Co. will publish shortly 
the third volume of sermons by the Rev. John 
McNeil, popularly known as the “ Scottish Spur¬ 
geon.” The volume will be uniform in style 
and price with the preceding volumes. 

H. P. N. Gammel, Austin, Tex., will publish 
at once a volume describing the adventures in 
Texas of John C. Duval, written by Mr. Duval 
himself. Mr. Gammel has reduced the price of 
Prof. O. M. Roberts’ “ Elements of Texas Plead¬ 
ing ” to $1.

The Seeger & Guernsey Co., 7 Bowling 
Green, N. Y., will publish at once the “Cyclo¬ 
paedia of the Manufactures and Products of the 
United States” in a new, revised and enlarged 
form. Although the arrangement of the work is 
such that articles belonging to each particular in¬ 
dustry are grouped together under appropriate 
headings, a general index, covering nearly 50.000 
articles, makes it one of the most complete works 
of this character published. 

Isaac Pitman & Sons will publish August 15 
the following works in Isaac Pitman’s system of 
phonography: “Tom Brown’s School-Days ; ” 
“ Two Trips to India,” by Thomas Allen Reed ; 
“ The Phonographic Dictionary,” containing 60,- 
000 words, a reissue in monthly parts ; and “A 
History of Shorthand,” by Isaac Pitman, the in¬ 
ventor of the system of phonography which bears 
his name, containing a description of the princi¬ 
pal systems from the time of Bright in 1588 to 
the present day. 

Benziger Brothers will publish early in the 
fall “The Good Christian,” containing volumes 
seven and eight of “ Hunolt’s Sermons; ” “ Hand- 
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book of the Christian Religion,” translated from 
the German of the Rev. Father Wilmers ; “ Nat¬ 
ural Theology,” by Rev. Bernard Boedder, a new 
volume of the Stony hurst Philosophy Series; “ Sim¬ 
plicity in Prayer;” “Christian Anthropology,” 
by Rev. John Thein ; and “General Principles 
of the Religious Life,” from the German of the 
Very Rev. Boniface F. Verheyen. 

Charles H. Kerr <£ Co., Cincinnati, will 
publish at once a new story by Anson Uriel 
Hancock, entitled “John Auburntop, Novelist,” 
which will especially interest graduates of West¬ 
ern colleges. The story describes the develop¬ 
ment of the hero in a “ fresh water” college, a 
term of mild derision used by Eastern students 
for Western universities.

The book has been revised to date, and embraces 
all matter that may be considered as settled 
among the many questions that have arisen in 
the artillery service since the appearance of the 
third edition. It will be readily understood that 
the present state of artillery in the United States 
precludes a more thorough revision of this book 
at this time, notwithstanding the fact that it is 
now officially recognized by the War Depart¬ 
ment as a text-book in examinations for promo¬ 
tion, and is also used as a text-book at the U. S. 
Military Academy. 

Ginn <fc Co. have in press the first volume of 
Bacon’s “ Advancement of Learning,” edited by 
Prof. A. S. Cook, of Yale. In this edition the 
quotations from the ancient tongues are all rele¬ 
gated to the foot of the page, and their place in 
the text is supplied by as adequate a translation 
as possible. In this way the needs of the aver¬ 
age student and those of the person of special 
erudition are both provided for ; the former ex¬ 
periences no interruption, and the latter may read 
the exact words which Bacon wrote. The same 
principle is adopted in the notes. Many of the 
latter are not original with the present editor, 
but they are such as any one who understands 
English may read. 

The third volume in the new Appletons’ Sum¬ 
mer Series will be “Adopting an Abandoned 
Farm,” by Miss Kate Sanborn, one of the bright¬ 
est of the many bright women who are writing 
to-day in this country. Miss Sanborn tells the 
story of her remarkable experiences with a fresh¬ 
ness. vivacity and good-humor, which will be sure 
to heighten the reader’s interest in a subject so well 
fitted for midsummer reading. They announce 


for early publication in their Town and Country 
Series a volume of stories which are described as 
forming a collection of exceptional interest, en¬ 
titled “ Maid Marian, and other stories,” by Miss 
Molly Elliot Seawell, the author of “ Throck¬ 
morton,” “ Little Jarvis,” etc. 

The United States Book Co. will shortly 
publish the first volume of a complete translation 
of Heine’s works, which have been translated in¬ 
to English by C. G. Leland, author of “ Hans 
Breitman Ballads.” The edition will be prefaced 
by an introduction by Richard Garnett, LL.D., 
of the British Museum. Volume I. will contain 
the shorter tales : “Florentine Nights,” “Herr 
von Schnabelewopski,” “The Rabbi of Bacha- 
rach.” and Shakespeare’s “ Maidens and Women,” 
and Volumes II. and III. “ Pictures of Travel.” 
They have in press a series of lectures delivered 
by Hall Caine at the Royal Institution, London, 
during the course of last winter, under the title 
of “ The Little Manx Nation ;” also a cheap edi¬ 
tion of Sidney Whitman’s “Imperial Germany.” 

Howard Lockwood & Co. have just issued 
Part 2 of their “American Dictionary of Print¬ 
ing and Bookmaking.” It extends from Blatt to 
Chinese Printing, and is, like its predecessor, 
freely illustrated with technical cuts and with 
portraits. Bookbinding is one of the longest ar¬ 
ticles ; Capitalizing is also fully treated, with a 
slant at our friends the librarians, who have a 
rule against excessive capitalizing. The Camp¬ 
bell press, the Burr type-setting machine, the 
Bruce founts, figure among our American inven¬ 
tions in these lines; and printers more or less 
American are commemorated in Samuel Bowles, 
William Bradford, Simon Cameron, and Mat¬ 
thew Carey, along with Caxton. Boston, Cam¬ 
bridge and Charlestown are examples of towns 
viewed typographically. As before noted, the 
dictionary for the present will be supplied only 
to subscribers to the American Bookmaker , a 
journal which ranks first among the papers of its 
class.

It contains several illustrations of 
the Virgin, the Christ-child, angels and little 
human children singing to welcome the Christ¬ 
mas morn. Mary D. Brine’s touching poem, 
“Somebody’s Mother,” is also made into a 
dainty little book with illustrations in tint. All 
these books are the work of Nister. They have 
also ready an artistic “All the Year Round 
Calendar” for 1892, made up of twelve cards 
about 8x12 inches, each one illustrated with a 
charming and highly artistic picture and the cal¬ 
endar of the month.

The late Sir Richard Burton’s 44 Pentamerone ” 
is ready for the press and will be followed by the 
second part of his notable work on 44 The Sword,” 
a book about gypsies, and some records of travel. 

Kegan Paul, Trench, TrObner & Co., Lim¬ 
ited, have now consolidated the three businesses 
they purchased in Novemher, 1889, at Paternos¬ 
ter House, Charing Cross Road, W. C., where 
they have erected a building adapted to their 
special trade.

is preserved in the Imperial Royal Library at 
Innsbruck. The book consists of 40 plates, 
printed on 20 royal quarto sheets. 

Mr. Jacobi, author of 44 Making and Issuing 
of Books,” etc., and manager of the Chiswick 
Press, will publish, early in October next, the 
second edition of his 44 Printers’ Handbook of 
Trade Recipes, Hints, and Suggestions,” which 
will be very considerably enlarged and classified. 
The book consists of interesting clippings from 
the technical journals, information useful to let¬ 
terpress and lithographic printers, stationers, en¬ 
gravers, bookbinders, stereotypers, electrotypers, 
etc., and will have a full index. 

A. Brown & Sons, Hull, England, have recent¬ 
ly issued another volume in their growing list of 
interesting local historical literature. It is en¬ 
titled 44 By-gone Lincolnshire—its history, folk¬ 
lore and memorable men and women,” and con¬ 
tains about thirty papers by different writers, 
edited by William Andrews. Lincolnshire is 
probably the most noted of all English counties 


for its history, folk lore, curious customs and for 
being the birthplace of many eminent and eccentric 
sons and daughters. The papers in this volume 
are all readable and profusely illustrated. 

A new publishing house has just been estab¬ 
lished in London under a style once the most 
famous in the English book trade, Archibald 
Constable & Co., the principal being a grandson 
and namesake of Scott’s 44 prince of booksellers.” 
Mr. Constable, during a long residence in India, 
having become interested in many branches of 
Oriental literature, will make a specialty of the 
publication of books connected with the East, 
and has installed himself at 14, Parliament 
Street, almost next door to the India Office. He 
projects a series to be called Constable's Oriental 
Miscellany —of which the first two volumes are in 
press—anew edition of Bernier’s famous 44 Trav¬ 
els in the Mogul Empire,” for the first time ade¬ 
quately translated and edited ; and a 44 Hand At¬ 
las of India” in fifty two sheets, engraved by 
Bartholomew. These will be followed by a suc¬ 
cession of the tales of early Indian travellers, 
such as Fryer, Terry, Ovington and Roe. 

Simpkin, Marshall & Co., London, have re¬ 
cently published two important works by Dr. 
Maurice C. Hime, head-master of Foyle Col¬ 
lege, Londonderry, Ireland. The first is 44 An 
Introduction to the Latin Language,” comprising 
the accidence, prosody and syntax, accompanied 
with exercises and vocabularies, hundreds of orig¬ 
inal examination questions on the text, and sun¬ 
dry hints to teachers on the best way of teaching 
and to pupils on the best way of mastering the 
text, also a syllabus of Latin pronunciation. The 
other is a similar work on the Greek language. 
Both works give evidence of minute knowledge 
of the subjects treated, and of the clearness and 
excellence of method and arrangement for which 
they have won the approbation of the leading 
educators and journals of England. Though 
these books have been only published this year, 
it is many years since Dr. Hime first began to 
write them. Through type exigencies he was 
obliged to publish them in instalments. Each 
instalment was used in Foyle College as soon as 
printed, and the consequence is that both books 
have been revised again and again. 


BUSINESS NOTES. 

Boston, Mass. — The Massachusetts New- 
Church Union has removed from 169 Tremont 
Street, where it has been located for thirteen 
years, to 16 Arlington Street. It has bought a 
valuable building, which it has remodelled,and will 
use one floor for its business and the basement 
for its printing office. The remainder of the 
building it will fit up for offices.
